These states were admitted to Statehood in the Month of November at four different dates in the year 1889. The stamp will honor 
the fiftieth anniversary of Statehood for the four states. Altho we do not know, we presume that the stamp will be issued first day in 
each of the different states. However, since each State was admitted on different dates, the collector will probably want to get first day 
covers from each state on the day of first day issue as well as get a cover from each state on the date on which that state was admitted 
to Statehood. Such a collection of these covers will be of much historical interest,

(the general catalogue, not the 
U. S. Specialized which will appear 
somewhat later.) Noticeable at once is 
the very thorough downward revision of 
prices of the issues from 1890 on. At 
first it is only occasional stamps but 
after 1908 few seem to escape the axe. 
Commemoratives and other issues in 
which there has been much speculation 
of course received the most attention. 

But to start at the beginning: Alex- 
andria’s Postmaster Provisional no long- 
er is No. 1; instead all these provisionals 
are entirely renumbered, some of them 
reaching such odd combinations as 
“12XU1” but since there is never much 
doing in them none will ever complain 
of the awkwardness of these numbers. In 
regular issues numbers are as before and 
the first change is to cut the 3c red 1851 
50c unused. In the 1857-60 series the 
same stamp is increased $2.50, the 5c 
Type II is dropped $10 used and the 
10c Type I is increased $5 used. If you 
are so lucky (or unlucky) as to have a 
copy of the 5c August 1861 then you 
will be interested to know it dropped 
from $2250 to $1500—largest cut in the 
catalog. In the Septembers, the 30c 
unused is up $3. In 1862-66 the 5c red 
brown unused is cut $10 and the used 
15c increased all of 25c. In the grills 
are several changes from 5c to $5. Un- 
used 1869 3 centers are now $2 and the 
1Sc Type II $20. Practically nothing 
was changed in the Bank Note issues. 
The 1890s start the parade of cuts with 
the 2c lake and 6c getting the axe un- 
used. Columbians get a few too, the 
1, 2 and 5c unused and the 10c both 
ways. 

The first Bureau printed series sees 
half a dozen used values cut with the $1 
Type II lone exception, increasing $2.50. 
The 15c unused is increased $1. In the 
1895 series this is duplicated, the only 
increase being the dollar Type II to $50. 
Unused Trans-Mississippi 1c and 2c are 
dropped 15c in all; while the used set 
declines from $75.35 to $70.75. Pan- 
Americans used decline from $8.20 to 
$6.76 and the 4c and 5c unused are cut 
25c each. 1902 regular issue has high 
values increased unused and some low 
values cut used. In the 1904 Louisiana 
Purchase set only the 1c unused is cut, 
10c; but the used set drops 62c. The 5c

Jamestown is cut 50c in both forms, and 
other values in proportion except the 2c 
unused which is untouched. 1909 2c 
Lincoln drops from 50c unused and 10c 
used to 40c and 8c. Fulton is dropped 
15c unused. 2c Alaska is increased 10c 
while the Fulton imperf is increased 25c 
in both forms. 

In the regular issues the rare No. 389, 
3c coil Type I is now priced, but used 
only, at $250. Lower values suffer cuts 
in both forms and only increases are 
several minor ones in the coils. The Ic, 
2c, and 5c Panama Pacifics are cut used 
in both perforations, while the perf. 12 
unused lc and 2c are cut 10c each. In 
the 1912 issues onward are noticed some 
cuts in the regular issues, mainly on 
small values, but the $5 1918 unused 
is dropped $2 unused. The 5c errors are 
now listed as minor varieties under the 
2c stamps. The 3c Victory is cut 15c 
unused and 5c used. No. 544B, the 
scarce perf. 11, is now priced—$200. 
No. 546, the 2c Type III is cut just one- 
half. In the 1922-25 flat plates cuts are 
general, except for the $1 and $2 which 
are increased unused. The once famous 
No. 575 1c imperf drops to 75c both 
ways along with the compound 11x10s, 
the perf 10c and even 594 and 595. 

All three Black Hardings are cut, the 
imperf the most, going from 75c both 
forms to 50c and 35c. From here on all 
the commemoratives are changed, and in 
one direction only, down. By issues the 
former and present quotations are: Wal- 
loons $3.15 unused and $2.32 used to 
$2.60, unused, and $1.74 used; Lexing- 
tons $3.15 and $2.00 to $1.75 and $1.60; 
Norse $2.50 to $1.85; Hawaii $1.25 
and $1.10 to 70c and 65c; Aeronautics 
55c and 45c to 45c and 26c; Kansas 
overprints $7.60 and $5.77 to $6.80 and 
$5.08; Nebraskas $10.45 and $8.51 to 
$9.35 and $6.99; Bicentennials $2.09 and 
42c to $1.40 and 28c; 1934 Parks $1.47 
and 85c to $1.23 and 48c; Farley Parks 
$1.95 both ways to $1.21. 

Single stamp issues suffered in pro- 
portion; and as largest cuts were unused 
we quote these: 1926 Sesqui 25c to 15c; 
Ericsson 65c to 50c, White Plains 25c to 
15c (sheet from $9 to $7); Vermont 20c 
to 10c; Burgoyne 40c to 25c; Valley 
Forge 15c to 10c; Molly Pitcher 20c to 
10c; Clark 15c to 8c; Yorktown 12c to 
6c; Century of Progress sheets $3 to 
$2.15; N. R. A. 15c¢ to 6c; Kosciuszko 
20c to 10c; Byrd Sheet $1 to 50c; 3c 





Parks sheet 85c to 60c; 1c Parks sheet 
45c to 25c; 3c Farleys to 7c each; 1l6c 
Farley $1 to 50c; TIPEX 35c to 24c. 

Airmails by sets were 1918 $8.75 and 
$4.50 to $7.50 and $3.25; 1923 $8.25 and 
$5.25 to $6.10 and $3.85. Only the 8c 
bistre is increased, to 16c unused. The 
1930 Zepps are not changed but the 50c 
1933 drops to $2.25 and $2.00. 

Special Deliveries have a number of 
minor cuts on used copies. Parcel Post 
series was cut from $35.62 and $9.08 to 
$34.28 and $6.84. Almost all quotations 
on the Parcel Post Dues were also re- 
duced. 

Envelope listings present an entirely 
different appearance. All designs and 
types are now fully illustrated, the old 
fractional illustrations having been dis- 
carded. All have been renumbered and 
wrappers and _  lettersheets included 
among the envelope listings. 

Price lists of all dealers have become 
overnight obsolete as the changes in 
numberings of all except the postage is- 
sues have rendered most of these price 
lists if not useless, at least difficult for 
customer and dealer. On every other 
page among the U. S. listings is the fol- 
lowing boxed item: “IMPORTANT 
NOTICE—Condition is the all-important 
factor of price. Prices quoted are for 
fine specimens. Copies without gum, 
off center or with heavy cancellation sell 
for much less.” This is properly em- 
phasized as many when using the cata- 
logue ignore the things on which prices 
are based. The repetition of this no- 
tice should have a steadying effect on 
catalogue users. 


Stamp Smugglers 





Wilhelm Bartels of Charlottenburg, 
Germany, was recently sentenced to 10 
years in prison and to pay a fine of 
940,000 marks (about $375,000) for aid- 
ing in. the smuggling of stamps from 
Germany. It was alleged he was the 
leader of a gang selling valuable stamp 
collections to Jews trying to get their 
wealth out of Germany. He is sup- 
posed to have bought in other countries 
for this purpose such stamps as Hawai- 
ian “Missionaries” and two Mauritius 
“Post Office.” Others caught were 
sentenced to shorter terms.

Germans Issue First Definite 
Designs For Czech 
Protectorate 


Following the short-lived series of 
overprints on stamps of the conquered 
Czechoslovak Republic, the German 
governed “protectorate” has issued new 
stamps in definitive designs, with values 
in Czech currency, and scenes in the 
country, looking very much like former 
Czech issues when the country was in- 
dependent. At top they are inscribed 
in German “Bohmen and Mahren” and 
at bottom in native language “Cechy a 
Moravia.” The inscription “Protekto- 
rat,” so offensive to Czechs has been 
omitted. Scenes of the new series are 
Karlstejn castle, Kutna Hora, Praha, 
and Hradcany Castle with titles also in 
both languages.

230,000 Canal Covers 





The total number of 3c Panama Canal 
first day covers cancelled on board the 
U.S.S. Charleston was 230,974. The 
naval post office sold on that date 374,- 
396 stamps, total face value being $11,- 
231.88. The commanding officer permit- 
ted civilians to board the ship up until 
noon in order that all interested persons 
might buy stamps or mail covers and 
as can be seen, sales were very large 
when the location of the first day office 
is considered. At Washington, D. C., 
on the next day (August 16), the same 
day the stamp went on sale throughout 
the U. S., 423,908 stamps were sold. 
11,863 second day covers were mailed 
at this office, though no count was of 
course kept at other offices.

E. B. Power Dead

While manager of the Gib- 
bons branch Power wrote several books 
on U. S. issues which are still used for 
reference, best known being those on the 
issues of 1894 to 1923. Mr. Power was 
publisher some years ago of a stamp pa- 
per as well.

“The prices appearing in this Cata- 
logue were determined during May to 
August, 1939, by careful study of whole- 
sale and retail offerings of dealers 
throughout the world and a thorough an- 
alysis of foreign catalogues, together 
with recommendations and information 
submitted by many of the leading phi- 
latelic societies of the world. These and 
other factors were considered in deter- 
mining the figures which the editors con- 
sider represent the proper normal price 
basis for a fine specimen when offered by 
an informed dealer to an informed buy- 
er. Sales are frequently made at lower 
figures occasioned by individual bargain- 
ing, changes in popularity, temporary 
over-supply, local custom, the “vest 
pocket dealer,” or the many other rea- 
sons which cause deviations from any 
accepted standard. Sales at higher prices

are usually because of exceptionally fine 
condition, unusual postal markings, un- 
expected political changes or newly dis- 
covered information. While the mini- 
mum price of a stamp is fixed at 2c to 
cover the dealer’s labor and service cost 
of assorting, cataloging and filling orders 
individually, the sum of these list prices 
does not properly represent the “value” 
of a packet of unsorted or unmounted 
stamps sold in bulk which generally con- 
sists of only the cheaper stamps. Prices 
in italics indicate infrequent sales and 
consequent lack of definite information.” 

Some important points are made 
above and if more would trouble to read 
and digest this paragraph a better under- 
standing of stamp quotations will pre- 
vail. As for instance the remarks about 
stamps priced at a minimum of 2c. 
Many collectors have professed to be 
unable to understand why a stamp sell- 
ing wholesale at $2 a thousand should 
be priced at 2c, overlooking the obvious 
fact that labor of handling those thou- 
sand stamps in retail sales costs more, 
much more, than the stamps themselves. 

In reviewing Advance Sheets of the 
Catalogue, a general reduction in prices 
is noticeable and while this will not 
please the collector who likes to note 
each year the theoretical increase in 
value of his collection, it will be another 
instance of the unpleasant truth. On 
none of the stamps with which we were 
familiar, did we find the new price too 
low. If anything, most of them seemed 
still to be an ample percentage above 
actual selling price. 

The unwise speculation in U. S. stamps 
of the 20th Century is brought home to 
all in the new edition. For years the 
speculators have been forcing prices up 
to points to which average collectors 
would not follow. The present quota 
tions, drastic as the cuts have been, seem 
more than fair, when the huge quantities 
available of the stamps involved are 
considered. The speculators will feel 
bad, probably curse us all roundly and 
may even desert us. Wishful thinking, 
perhaps, but if the price realignments 
serve to discourage the speculator so 
much that never again will he return to 
darken our album pages; then our hobby 
will be a lot the better for a revamped 
catalogue.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEws 


Commemorative 
Stamp Facts 


By Capr. A. C. TOWNSEND 


THE 5c ARMY-NAVY 


These were issued on May 26, 1937, in 
bright blue ink, the Army stamp from 
West Point and the Navy one from 
Annapolis. The 5c Army is officially 
described as showing in the center a 
view of the Military Academy at West 
Point, N. Y., with Washington Hall in 
the left foreground and the North Cadet 
Barracks on the right. In the upper 
right is the Chapel and in the distant 
left the old Observatory. The Navy 
central design shows the official seal of 
the Academy at Annapolis, Md., flanked 
by naval cadets, the one at the left in 
the uniform of early Academy days and 
the other in the present uniform. 

The U. S. Military Academy site has 
been in use as a military post since 
Jan. 20, 1778. In May, 1776, Genl. 
Henry Knox, Chief of Artillery, made 
the proposal for the establishment of a 
military academy. His plans were for- 
warded by Alexander Hamilton and ap- 
proved by Washington, so the post was 
built, but in 1779 it was destroyed by 
fire and the school suspended. 

An act of Congress in 1802 authorized 
a Corps of Engineers (composed of 5 
officers and 10 cadets!) which should be 
stationed at West Point and constitute 
a Military Academy. It was reorganized 
by an act of 1812, which set out the 
principles on which the Academy has 
ever since functioned. 

The U. S. Naval Academy was found- 
ed by Geo. Bancroft the historian, then 
Secy. of State, and opened on Oct. 10, 
1845. In May, 1861, the Academy with 
all its personnel and apparatus was 
transferred for safety to Newport, R. L., 
and remained there until Sept., 1865, 
when it was returned to Annapolis. The 
body of John Paul Jones, brought from 
France in 1909, rests in the chapel there. 

The entire Army-Navy set are the 
size of the Special Delivery stamp, like 
most of our commemoratives, and are 
from the rotary press, perf. 11 x 101%, 
no wmk. 35,000,000 of the 5c Army 
were ordered from plates 21680-81-82-83, 
and 163,500 first day covers were sent 
from West Point. 37,000,000 of the 5c 
Navy were ordered from plates 21684- 
85-86-87, and 202,800 first day covers 
were sent from Annapolis.

Underwater Post Office 





The Bahamas government ordered es- 
tablished effective Aug. 16 a post office 
named “Sea Floor” in the underwater 
photosphere of explorer John Ernest 
Williamson. The photosphere is located 
on the floor of the “sea gardens” as they 
are termed near Nassau, the capital. He 
has explored these for many years and 





supplied the photo used on the current 
four-pence King George VI issue of the 
islands.

Next year the same in- 
scription in French was inserted to re-

AFGHANES.” Then in 1937 in the 
Coronation Anniversary stamp both 
languages were combined, the inscrip- 
tion reading “POSTES AFGHANIS- 
TAN.” But later designs reverted to 
the all French inscription, possibly as a 
concession to the Universal Postal Un- 
ion’s official language. When the Curie 
Postal Tax stamp was issued in 1938 
the spelling of “POSTES” was as be- 
fore but the name of the country was 
in a new form: “AFGHANESTAN.” 
However on the very latest stamp, a 
30 pouls pictorial which has appeared 
only the last month or so, the spelling 
is once more “POSTES AFGHANIS- 
TAN.” Maybe in the near future the 
postal authorities will decide just which 
form of their country’s name will be 
used on the stamps, also what language.

Portrait Engraver Dies 


Frederick C. Pauling, portrait engrav- 
er at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, died on August 12, at Wash- 
ington at the age of 68, James Waldo 
Fawcett reports in his Washington Sun- 
day Star column. Pauling was one of 
the Bureau’s leading portrait engravers, 
engraving many of these for currency. 
His first connection with stamps seems 
to have been the use of his etching of 
President Harding for the 2c 1923 Me- 
morial stamp (also on the 1%c 1925) 
although Pauling did not work on the 
stamp die. His first engraving work 
on a stamp die was the 5c Walloon vig- 
nette in 1924. Other stamps he en- 
graved vignettes or portraits for include 
the 1c Lexington-Concord, 2c Ohio 
Canalization, 5c Winged Globe air mail, 
lc Army and the 5c Navy. He also 
worked on the 3c Texas in collaboration 
with others. Prior to working at the 
Bureau, Mr. Pauling was engraver for 
the American Bank Note Co. of New 
York City, being a native of that city. 
A bachelor, he is survived by a brother, 
Walter.

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NOTES ON U. S. ISSUES 





This is the time of year when stamps | 
forgotten in pockets are, when finally 
remembered, discovered to be stuck to- 
gether. As more than one dealer has 
discovered, it isn’t necessary to either 
soak the stamps or rip them apart with 
resulting thin spots and loss of the o.g. 
Not at all. If there is an electric re- 
frigerator handy (free adv.) simply 
place the stricken stamps en masse in 
the cooler, shut the door (after remov- 
ing a jug of lemonade or something 
which will serve to occupy you while 
waiting for the cure) and after some 
minutes have passed—say a half an 
hour or whenever the jug is empty, re- 
move the stamps from the cold place. 
They will come apart easily without 
removing any gum and when spread out 
to dry the gum will dry smoothly. This 
is also a good method of removing peel- 
able hinges which decline to peel. 


Last week’s New Issue pages carried 
among the illustrations, reduced repro- 
ductions of the designs of the two Food 
Stamps being issued to relief clients 
in various cities. These are printed 
by the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing and are issued ungummed in book- 
lets to the reliefers. Since they are 
neither postage or revenue stamps, it is 
not likely they will ever appear in stamp 
catalogs. They are simply a_ poster 
stamp form of money, being given these 
unfortunates in lieu of cash, scrip or 
relief orders. 


It is not unusual for a post office to 
cancel high value stamps in full sheets 
as a means of indicating payment of 
second-class postage. As mentioned 
here before, this occurs when a _ pub- 
lisher applies for a second-class matter 
rating for his publication and is per- 
mitted to mail it under those rates pend- 
ing approval or rejection of his applica- 
tion. When it is approved, postage 
stamps to the value of the amount of 
postage used in the interim are can- 
celled after pasting on sheets of paper 
and these sheets are sent to the De- 
partment and presumably destroyed. The 
publisher is required to post with the 
postmaster a sum sufficient to pay the 
postage on his mailings at the highest 
applicable rates, any difference being re- 
turned if he is accorded second-class 
matter permit. 


The other day we saw a clerk in a 
large Ohio post office, busily cancelling 
thousands of 3c and higher values which 
were pasted one-hundred on sheets of 
paper slightly larger than a sheet of 
stamps. It developed that by some 
special arrangement, these stamps which 
were being received by a firm in re- 
mittances, were being accepted in this 
form by the Post Office Dept. and the 
amount credited to the  publisher’s 





postage account. The cancellation being 


used was the office’s parcel post roller 
and after cancellation the sheets were ° 
sent to Washington to be counted and 
then destroyed. This is an unusual pro- 
cedure by the P. O. D. since as a 
general rule they will not exchange 
stamps in any manner. 


A catalog as defined by the Post Office 
Department is a printed publication of 
24 pages or more. The cover can be 
counted as pages. If an auction catalog 
contained 20 pages and a cover, it can 
go at the catalog rate of 1c for each two 
ounces of weight if total weight does 
not exceed 8 ounces. If the catalog is 
less than 24 pages, postage is 1%c for 
each two ounces up to 8 ounces. How- 
ever a catalog under 24 pages in size 
can be sent for lc postage under the 
precancel permit procedure. This re- 
quires that not less than 200 identical 
pieces be mailed at one time, the post- 
age being prepaid by means of precan- 
celled stamps and the envelope bearing 
the inscription “Sec. 562 P. L. & R.” 
in upper right corner. Only Ic per cat- 
alog need be paid in postage if 12 of the 
pieces as they are ready for mailing 
do not exceed one pound in total weight. 
Getting complicated isn’t it? It all boils 
down to the simple statement that if 
your price list or catalog is less than 24 
pages and when ready to mail doesn’t 
exceed 1 and 1/3 ounces in weight, you 
can send it for 1c postage if you take out 
a permit from the postmaster. If your 
catalog is 24 pages or over and doesn’t 
exceed two ounces in weight when ready 
to mail, you can mail them at any time 
in any quantity at lc each with no per- 
mit required and using ordinary stamps. 





It may be of interest, so here goes: 
The Bureau Specialist includes an item 
stating the rag content percentage of 
government bond paper can be readily 
told by the number of stars above the 
eagle in the watermark. One star sig- 
nifies 25% rag content, two stars 50%, 
three stars 75% and four stars 100%. 
This paper is not used for stamps but is 
used, among other purposes, for the seals 
on cartons of stamp booklets. 





The 2c Navy Official Stamp printed 
in green has long been the subject of 
conjecture as to whether it really was 
an error. Many years ago, the infor- 
mation reached philatelic circles, un- 
fortunately not definitely confirmed, that 
these had been found among the 2c 
State stamps by a clerk in that Depart- 
ment. Green was the normal color of 
the State stamps.

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More New Zealand 
Centenaries 





More designs have been approved for 
New Zealand’s Centenary issue to ap- 
pear on January 2, 1940. The dies of 
all values had been completely engraved 
it was reported on July 18 by Postmas- 
ter General Jones. James Berry of 
Wellington designed the final five val- 
ues: 1d “Cook’s Rediscovery of N. Z.”, 
including map, likeness of the famous 
Captain and to left a reproduction of 
his barque Endeavor; the 2d honors 
Abel Tasman and pictures him, his map 
and ship; the 2!4d shows signing of the 
Treaty of Waitangi, Feb. 6, 1840, re- 
produced from a bas relief on a monu- 
ment to Queen Victoria in Cambridge 
Terrace, Wellington; the 7d shows a 
Maori Council in session before a typi- 
cal native building; and the 9d typifies 
the progress in gold mining, showing 
at left pan and shovel miners of 1861 
and at right a present day dredge. 12 
stamps in all will comprise the set, the 
other denominations having been de- 
scribed some months ago.

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Hatay Annexation 
Commemorated 





The Turkish Minister of Communica- 
tions reports the New York Times, 
stated the first week of August that 
Turkish stamps had been overprinted 
on the occasion of the annexation of 
Hatay on July 23. The overprint is 
simply “T. C. 23 Temmuz 1939.” T. C. 
stands for the familiar “Turkiye Cum- 
huriyeti” which means “Turkish Repub- 
lic” and “Temmuz” is simply their equi- 
valent of July. The final issue com- 
prised 3 kurus on 25k and 7% on 25k 
Sakaria Gorge design; and on portrait 
of Ataturk designs the 6k on 100k, 12k 
on 100k, 12%4k on 200k and 17%4k on 
500k. These stamps will probably be 
listed under Turkey as their use will 
not apparently be restricted to the 
former Hatay Republic, now a villayet 
of the Turkish Republic.
